ESPITE all punitive and persuasive ef- 
forts, the toll of death from automobile 


accidents continues at a shocking rate. It is 
a drab picture presented by the National 
Safety Council's figures for the first seven 
months of this year, showing a total of 18,- 
560 killed. This is only 330 fewer than for 
the corresponding period of 1935, a year 
that established an all time record of such 
fatalities—and the worst period 
fs still 


ahead. 


As the safety council's secretary obser- 


ves "the trend is alarming." Particularly 
distressing is the fact that cities, which 
earlier in the year led the rural areas in 
holding down the number of deaths, back- 
slid in July to show an increase of 11 per 
cent. For it is the cities where 
effective 


control is most possible, as witness what 
has been, accomplished in congested New 
York City through a safety campaign in- 
telligently and intensively conducted. 


Operation of New York's new state law 


,';with its drastic penalties for reckless driv- 


ing will be closely watched. As there is no 
specified speed limit, recklessness is gaged 
by the rate of travel, plus the type of ve- 
hicle driven and the highway, the density 
of traffic and like factors. It boils down to 
whether the driver used common sense. It 
looks like a good rule. 


While from a national outlook the situa- 


tion is gloomy, one bright spot does shine 


- 'through. It is that out of thirty-six states 


reporting for the seven months, eighteen 
show a decrease from the corresponding 
•period last year, no fewer than thirteen 
recording a drop of 7 per cent or better. 


These individual state gains may be laid 


to better methods of enforcement and edu- 
cation than obtain generally, but at best 
it is evident that present remedies fall far 
short of reasonable effectiveness in con- 
trolling the horrible slaughter.

BREAKFAST is, for most peo- 


ple, the best balanced meal of the 
day. 
There is fruit of some kind, 


providing roughage, quickly utiliz- 
able energy In the sugar, minerals 
and vitamins. There is often a ce- 
real with vegetable protein, more 
vitamins, and if sugar and cream 
are added, more energy. 
If not 


cereal, bacon and eggs and toast, 
which provide plenty of life-giving 
material. 
There is milk or coffee, 


which furnish fluids and nutriment 
or stimulation as the. case may be. 


The humble prune has always 


been a favorite breakfast dish. And 
although it may get monotonous, 
and although it may bear the bur- 
den of the eternal boarding: house 
Joke, scientific research has proved 
that it deserves its—well, if not 
popularity—continued patronage. 


It is always well to have some 


sort of laxative food at breakfast. 
Prunes have been generally praised 
on this account by their admirers. 
Now comes the 
department of 


pharmacology of the University of 
California to show that they con- 
tain a chemical substance of some 
sort which has decided laxative 
qualities. 
It is soluble in water 


the 
and can be extracted from 
pulp, the skin, and even the pits. 


Especial Laxative Principle 


In other^words, it is not only the 


fiber or cellulose or roughage of 
the prune which aids in evacuation, 
but also an especial laxative prin- 
ciple which would be present In 
prune juice alone, entirely apart 
from the fibrous body of the fruit. 


The prune is also a blood build- 


er. An important discovery of re- 
cent years Is that copper, as well 


as Iron, is helpful In stimulating' 
the formation of blood. 
Not only 


stimulating the formation, but as 
it is present in blood, also in add- 
ing to blood volume. The idea was 
first suggested by Italian physi- 
cians over 75 years ago, but was 
neglected until chemists at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin again brought 
It to our attention. Fortunately In 
nature, copper and iron are almost 
inseparable. 
An ordinary nail has 


traces of copper, as have most of 
the medicinal iron 
preparations. 


Prunes have a good share of copper 
and iron, and experiments have 
been made to show that cases of 
anemia have showed Improvement 
on prunes alone more rapidly than 
on foods unaelected for their iron 
content. 


Prunes contain vitamins A, B 


and G. 
They do not contain the 


vitamin C for which eranges, to- 
matoes and grapefruit ara valued, 
and for that reason a monotonous 
prune-for-breakfast diet should b« 
varied to make way for the vita- 
mine C fruits. 


As to other food qualities, prunea 


carry all of the essential salts and 
metals needed by the body. Cal- 
cium, magnesium, potassium, aodi- 
um, sulphur, chlorine, phosphorus, 
manganese and, as has been said, 
iron and copper. 


They have good energy poten- 


tialities, furnishing in their high 
content of quickly assimilable su- 
gars, plenty of "pep" for the morn- 
ing's work. 


They reduce to an alkaline ash, 


thus helping to keep the body neu- 
tral. 
They put you over on the 


alkaline aide, rather than the acid 
side. 


No wonder they have waved so 


long.
